Yes, 
to determine the security of its 
loan. But a bank’s appraisal has 
about as much to do with you as 
the fire insurance a bank will re­ 
quire to cover its own loan. 
Whether you are paying a fair 
m arket price for a property — 
getting a bargain or a reasonable 
buy — can only be determined by 
an independent appraisal. 
"To become a happy homeown­ 
er.” says S. Edwin Kazdin a New 
York real estate consultant, "you 
have to buy at least two houses.

Many Poultrym en need to give 
more attention to e*gs laid by the 
pullets 
while 
on 
range. 
Nests 
should be provided in the brooder 
houses or shewers, or else special 
batteries of nests as part of the 
brooder 
range 
equiment. 
These 
batteries of nests should be cool, 
attractive and storm-proof. 
Before birds start to lay they 
usually look for nests, lf they are 
not provided or if the pullets are 
housed before 
production starts, 
eggs may be laid on the floor of 
the shelters or brooder houses, or 
on the ground. If these eggs in 
stolen nests are not found promptly 
1 the quality will be poor. Candle 
all eggs found in stolen nests be­ 
fore being sent to m arket. 
If pullets are taught to use nests 
on range the problem of gathering 
eggs will be lessened. Gather pul­

Extensive

The larger doses used 
are 3 and 6 time* greater than

Soil Washing Caution 
Most farmers recognize gullies 
and large silt deposit* as trouble 
that requires attention if their soil 
is to remain productive But there 
are many less obvious sign* or 
erosion that will eventually eat 
away profit* as well as soil if not 
corrected. 
Here are some of the less recog- 


j nized signs of erosion which are 
trouble signals: 
Appearance of new stones and 
gravel on the surface after a field 
has once been cleared is usually 
a sign that fine soil has washed 
away from over and around the 
stones. Frost heaving may bring 
small atones to the surface 
in 
poorly drained areas, but if the 
soil 
beneath a 
flat stone is a 
little higher than the surrounding 
soil, 
forming 
a 
small 
p^distcl 
under the stone, it is an indication 
that surrounding soil has washed 
or blown away. 
Exposed plant roots are another 
sign of soil erosion, because plant 
roots do not ordinarily grow from 
the surface. And bare spots often 
develop on pastures w'here close 
grazing and trampling by livestock 
have paved the way for erosion 
On 
many 
knobs, 
ridges, 
and 
upper slopes, crops are of poorer 
quality than those grown mi the 
area 
below. 
Leaves are lighter 
colored, plants are shorter, and 
yields are lower. Low fertility and 
lack of moisture resulting from 
loss of topsoil cause these condi­ 
tions. 
Soil 
accum ulating 
above 
trees, stones, 
and 
fences on 
a 
slope is further proof of soil loss 
from the upper areas 
If these telltale signs appear on 
your land, its tim e to ask for as­ 
sistance in finding how to over­ 
come the problem.
